Five Boys Killed on the Lowell &

Potts wrote a letter to " Reliable," and 
the next day a young man called.

clothes were of fashionable cut, and his 
appearance was pleasing. 
After much 


preliminary 
conversation, he barely 


hinted _ that among certain straight- 
laced p'cople the nature of his business 
might not seem strictly legitimate. Cer- 
tain bad men, he explained, ran faro 
banKs to fleece the unwary. Any thing 
to discourage their business would be a 
charity. lie had devised a plan which 
would not only do this, but would also 
be very profitable to the projector. 
In 


a word, he had perfected a scheme to 
beat the bank, which would always win. 
The young man casually mentioned that 
he had already broken two banks. 
In 


fact, his skill is so notorious that he was 
no longer allowed to play. He desired 
some respectable man to assist him. 


Mr. Po'tts said he did not know how 


to play the game. The young man vol- 
unteered to teach him and made an ap- 
pointment for tli e folio wing Wednesday. 
That evening Potts went with the youno- 
man to 41 West Twenty-eighth Street 
where they found a faro lay-out. They 
playe_d with chips alone to show Potts 
how it was done. At the close of the 
game Potts would have won $900 had 
the game been in earnest. 
Potts went 


home highly elated, and explained to 
Mrs. Potto that it was as simple as turn- 
ing one hand over the other. 


When the young man called on Thurs- 


day Potts said he had only §500 in ready 
cash. The young man demurred a lit- 
tle, but finally said they might make a 
start on that. They went around lo the 
same faro bank, and Potts lost his $500 
within ten minutes. 


Testerday morning Mr. Potts called 


at the Jefferson Market Police Court 
with Capt. Berghold.

warrant for tho arrest of the young 
man, whose name he did not know. 
Justice Otterbourg refused the warrant, 
saying that Potts was equally guilty.

HAIR PARTING. 


A Scientific JEssny on the Subject 
The scientific aspects of parting the 


hair in the middle might answer for the 
topic of a clever paper in the Fort' 
nightly• Review of the North American, 
and it is with some vague expectation 
that the learned anthropologists con- 
nected with those publications will take 
np the subject that the following curso- 
rily collected data are submitted: At a 
recent meeting of college alumni, at- 
tended by 225 persons, of ages varying 
from 25 to 70, a curious observer was at 
some pains to take the statistics on this 
point. Of the whole number, 43 were 
found actually to part their hair in the 
middle, and, forming a judgment based 
upon purely optical facts, (data of ap- 
parent age), 39 out of the 43 were less 
than 35 years old, while the other four 
were between 35 and 50. 
In addition 


to this class, there was a still larger one, 
numbering 01, in all, who- parted their 
locks a little to the left—half way on 
the average, between the median line 
and the line usually adopted, which, by 
the way, is the line prescribed by the 
laws of symmetry as maturity advances. 
Of these, the majority were men of mid- 
dle age, who had evidently shifted the 
division gradually to the left to main- 
tain a facial and cerebral symmetry that 
had ceased to be attainable in the use o.f 
the middle line. " Only a left-handed 
man," says a curious observer of vital 
phenomena, " ever parts his hair on the 
right side," and, in verification of this 
observation, which is a correct but 
purely empirical one, it is found that 
most active right-handed persons actu- 
ally part on the left side. 
The same 


rule, which, in one collection of college 
alumni, had lod nearly all the oldlr 
members to shift the line insensibly to- 
ward the left as maturity advanced, is 
seen to be operative in general society. 
The competent anatomical ' observer 
will, not seek Ions' in vain for the 


solution 
of 
this 
apparently 
in- 


explicable phenomenon. With males 
who 
arc 
born 
right-handed 
the 


development of the left hemisphere 
of the brain, after 20 years of age, in. 
contact with actual affairs, advances 
with considerable more rapidity than 
that of the right, and its convolutions 
are correspondingly more distinctively 
marked and more clearly defined to the 
eye of the anatomist. 
At 25 years old 


the difference in weight and volume, 
and in the definition of the convolutions, 
is generally not. very material; as a, 
natural consequence, tho two sides of 
the head afe symmetrical, and the hair 
can be parted in the middle with good 
artistic results. At 45, on the contrary, 
the volume of the left hemisphere, and 
of tho left side of the cranium, has been 
increased by constant exercise until the 
whole ensemble is symmetrical with the 
hair divided along the median line, and, 
with the progress of this symmetry, 
the owner insensibly shifts tho line, 
baring the leftside of'its natural weight 
of hair, and urging it toward the right, 
to compensate for the comparative lack 
of convexity on that side. Exclusive of 
occasional cases of baldness, where 
there is an extrinsic reason for combing 
the hair over, observation indicates very 
clearly that few men who commence 
with parting in tho middle ever shift 
the line by sudden impulse. 
On the 


contrary, the result obtained at 50 is 
generally a gradual one, brought about 
by the increasing development of the 
left hemisphere, and the progressive 
necessity for restoring the symmetry of 
the head and face as ago advances. 
With women, whose activities arc less 
of the motor and muscular, and more of 
I he sentimental type, than those of men, 
the, median line generally continues dur- 
ing life to bo the lino of symmetry.— 
If. Y. Times. 


MA JOK MORROW. 


Tlio 
1'uvsiiit of Victoria's Band of 


Jiiiiians from Fort Ilayord to Old 
Mexico 
The Chicago Times gives the following 


synopsis of the report of Mnj. Morrow" 
living a clotailod account of l.lio opora- 
tiojAS of his commaiul against Victoria's 
bam\ of Indians, covering a period of 
several months, and a pursuit extending 
from Vort Bayard to the mountainous 
region of Old Mexico, which has been 
received at Sheridan's Headquarters. 
The command consisted of 81 enlisted 
men and 18 Indian scouts. The Major 
describes how his command came very 
near capturing a camp that contained no 
Indians. 'The camp -was sighted at noon 
The cavalrymen were dismounted and 
the horses secured. 
The purpose was 


to .strike the camp simultaneously on 
both sides. The movement, the report 
states, was satisfactorily executed; but 
the command discovered that the camp 
had been abandoned by the hostilea 
three days before. 
A couple of days 


later another abandoned camp was taken. 
It was situated on a high mountain. 
The Major says his command was over 
an hour ascending to the camp, which, 
had it been defended at all, must have 
proved impregnable- On another occa- 
sion a detatchment, commanded by 
Lieut. Blacksom, moved out on foot at 1 
oclock at night, with the intention of 
attacking an Indian camp at daybreak. 
When dawn came the discovery dawned 
upon them that the"hostilea had quietly 
departed, under cover of -the darkness. 
In the hurry and confusion of their 
flight they had abandoned some 30 or 40 
stolen animals. Later in the campaign 
the Indian scouts were dispatched to 
take possession of the camp of Victoria 
and his band. 
This movement was 


successful. 
The troops followed the 


scouts under a galling fire from the sur- 
rounding hills. The fighting continued 
until 10 o'clock at night, when the 
troops wore ordered into camp. 
Tho 


Major states that none of his command 
wore hurt, but that three Indians were 
killed, and 15 saddle-horses and a lot of 
loose stock were abandoned by' Victoria. 


The next morning, while the troops 


were eating breakfast, they were fired up- 
on by the hostiles. A vklctte on guard on 
a neighboring bluff was killed. 
The 


troops charged the hills, and dislodged tho 
Indians. 
Then ensued a running fight, 


which was kept up until 2 o'clock; in the 
afternoon. 
The report doesn't state 


whether any body was killed or not. 
The next day the scouts captured a squaw 
and her papoose. 
She told them that 


she had taken refuge in the mountains 
during the light of the day before, and 
had lost her way. Tho commander re- 
ceived information that Victoria was 
carrying a number of wounded Indians, 
among them being his son AVashington. 
A scout come in and reported Victoria's 
camp four miles distant. The command 
was separated and the detachments sur- 
rounded the camp. Tho attack was to 
be made at daybrnok. The report states 
that the fires were burning brightly and 
the " scurbby pines were festooned with 
fresli beef." 
At daybreak the discovery 


was made that Victoria and his people 
were not there. They had cleared out 
several hours before. 
The next word 


received was that the hostiles had sacked 
Santa 
Barbara and killed a large 


number of people. 
Victoria was heard 


of as heading for the Mongallen Moun- 
tains. 
As the command was approach- 


ing the Corribitas River many of the 
mules fell down from thirst. 
In the 


edge of the Mongallen Mountains the 
Indians were discovered ambushed in a 
canyon, awaiting the troops. 
The hos- 


tiles, after a littlobrush, were dislodged. 
This fight took place by moonlight. In 
pursuing the enemy tip a steep hill they 
turned and delivered .a rattling volley. 
Three of tho scouts were struck by bul- 
lets, and one was killed. Tho command 
tried in vain to advance. Lieut. Gate- 
wood was sent around to flank the en- 
trenched enemy, and succeeded in get- 
ting up to within ten feet of the breast- 
works, but soon exhausted his ammuni- 
tion. The Indians employed themselves 
during a part of the night in rolling huo-e 
rocks down tho steep upon GatewoocF's 
squad of men. 
The troops were com- 


pelled to withdraw to the - hills from 
which the enemy had been dislodo-ed in 
the outset of the fight. The men and 
animals had then been three days and 
nights without water, and their suffering 
was intense. 
The men and horses be° 


ing worn and broken down, and the 
supply of ammunition nearly exhausted, 
the troops withdrew front in front of 
\ ictoria and by slow marches returned 
to Fort Bayard.

SKATES. 


FrcqtKMit allusions occur in the old 


Xoi-tlu'i-n [incjlry which prove that pro- 
ficiency in .skating was one of the most 
highly e.sU'.emed accomplishments of the 
Northurn heroes. 
One of them, named 


Kolson, boasts that he is master of nine 
accomplishment.s, skulin<j being one of 
them; while the, hero Harold bitterly 
complains, though lie could fight, ride, 
swim, glide along the ice on skates, dart 
the lance and row, " j-et a Russian maid 
disdains me." 
In the " Eilda " this 


accomplishment is singled out for spe- 
cial praise : " Then the King asked what 
that young man could do who accom- 
panied Thor. 
Thialfe answered that in 


running upon skates he would dispute 
the prix.e with any of the, countries. 
The King owned that the talent he spoke 
of was a very line one." Clans Magnus, 
the author of the famous chapter on the 
Snakes of Iceland, tells us that skates 
were made of " polished iron, or of the 
shank-bone of a deer or sheep, about a 
fool long, filed down on one side, and 
greased with hog's lard to repel the 
wet." 
These rough-and-ready bone 


skates were the kind first adopted by 
the English; for Fit/stephen, in his de- 
scription of the amusements of the Lon- 
doners in his day (temp. Henry II.) 
tells us that " when that great fen that 
washes Wool-fields at the north wall of 
the city is fro/.en over, great companies 
of young men went to sport upon the 
ice. 
Some, striding as wide as they may, 


do slide swiftly; some, better practiced 
to the ice, bintl to their shoes bones, as 
the legs of some beasts, and 
hold 


stakes in their hands, headed with 
sharp iron, which sometimes they strike 
against the ice; these men go as swiftly 
as doth a bird in the air or a bolt from 
a cross-bow." Then iie goes on to say 
that some, imitating the fashion of the 
tournament, would start in full career 
against one another, armed with poles; 
"they meet, elevate their poles, attack 
and strike each other, when one or both 
of them fall, and not without some bodi- 
ly hurl." 
Specimens of these old bone 


skates are occasionally dug up in fenny 
parts of the country. There are some 
in the British Museum, in the Museum 
of the Scottish Antiquaries, and proba- 
bly in oilier collections, though perhaps 
some of the "finds" are not nearly as 
old aa Fitzstephen's day, for there seems 
to be good evidence that even in London 
the primitive bouo skate was not entire- 
ly superseded by implements of steel at 
the latter part of last century. 
Mr. 


Roach Smith, F. S. A., describing one 
found about 1839 in Moorh'elds, near 
Finsbury Circus, in the boggy soil pe- 
culiar to that district, says that "it is 
formed of the bone of some animal, 
made smooth on one side, with a hole 
at one extremity for a cord to fasten it 
to the shoe. At the other end a hole is 
also drilled horizontally to the depth of 
three inches, which mteht receive a 
plug, with another cord" to secure it 
more effectually."—Btlgravia. 


A CHRISTMAS gift has caused a hus- 


band's arrest and a wife's tears in San 
Francisco. The young man, who was a 
poor mechanic, had married above his 
station, but lived happily with his wife.

Hev. Jenk IA Jones Preaches His 


«ooa-By Sermon to All Souls Con 
sregation. 
Yesterday mornmg Rev. Jeuk LI. Jones 
preached his farewell sermon, thus clos- 
ing his pastorate of nine years. The con- 
gregation was of goodly size, despite the 
lowering skies, muddy streets, and fre- 
quent drizzles of rain. 
Upon the plat- 


form appeared a graceful grouping of 
florals, a few bouqets to brighten up 
the gloom^iess of the day, but aside ,rom 
ther;e there was nothing in the decora- 
tions to mark it as a day of special in- 
terest to All Souls. 


He choose as his text words found in 


the first chapter of the epistle of Paul to 
the Philippinns—"Only let your conver- 
sation be so that whether I come and 
see you, or else be absent, I may hear of 
your affairs, that ye stand fast as one 
spiiit, with one mind, strong together for 
the faith of the gospel; and ju nothing 
terrified by 
your adversaries." 
This 


same text was the one on which Mr. 
Jones preached when he first accepted 
the pastorato of All Souls church over 
nine years before, but IP'S sermon was 
naturally a different one. 


He opened his discourse yesterday by 


speaking of Paul as a model missionary, 
nnd 
called 
special 
attention 
to 


Paul's 
forward 
looking. 
His 


heart was in the future. There was uo 
misgiving for the past but a looking 
ahead. 
Backward looking wus often 


discouraging. It was just what the devil 
wanted, from the time of Lot's wife to 
the present. The octogenarian planting- 
an orchard for the children of the future 
was a young man, though his hair was 
silvered and his form bowed, but the boy 
of twenty, sighing for the past, was an 
old man, for there were wrinkles on his 
soul. Not the retrospective, but the 
prospective was the proper subject of 
study on this occasion. God could take 
care of the past, and not what they had 
done, but what they would do, should be 
the theme of thought. 


The speaker then pre.-ented tho gospel 


which it belonged to th-'s church to teach. 
It was theirs to teach a religion of common 
sense, to apply reason 
to 
religion, 


to dedicate science to the bettering of 
morality, to place character above dog- 
mas; to teach that religion like culture 
was of slow growth, and that character 
was the great, final test. It was for tHs 
church to give to the irind trae liberty 
to search, wherever it would, for tutli* 
The church had a mission in this city and 
county peculiar to itself. It had accom- 
plished much already. If it were possi- 
ble to remove this church and its inllu- 
enco from this community the mental 
and religious .atmosphere would percept- 
ibly chill, and the gloomy clouds of Cal 
vlmsm would again settle down where 
they had been to a great extent lighten- 
ed and dispersed. Some had spoken of 
All Souls church as merely a social or- 
ganization, 
as 
though 
tho 
social 


part 
of 
man's 
make-up 
was 


not one of the all-important ones. The 
church had an impoi uant work socially 
and it should be carefully attended t). ' 


Having marked out the work wlr'.ch 


tb:s church should plan t ) do, the speak- 
er^alled attention to the cone1.'.lions of 
success named iu the text. 
They were 


unity, work, and courage—three, angels 
which stx>d ready to wait upon them. 


Unity, or cooperation, was the greatest 


discovery of the umoteeuth century, and 
iu this All Souls church occupied a pe- 
cu'iar position. Tho Masons and other 
societici exclude by black-ball 
those 


whom they deem inharmonious, or who 
will not conform with their views. Other 
churches have creeds which exclude more 
or less. In fact 
other societies and 


churches seek to establish unity by uni- 
formity, but this church has a higher ideal 
that of unity, by multiformity. Tho North 
star is alike trusted as a guide for those 
of all nationalities, and to this church, 
character was u North Star by which all 
should bo guided, however much they 
might differ in other things. 


Tho next condition of success was work. 


Idlers wore never hi unity. There was 
much work to bo done, and it should not 
bo made to depend upon any preacher to 
do it all. There was plenty to bo done 
on tho church promises, in the way of 
paint, reearpeting, improving the grounds 
etc., and there was other work even more 
important than material improvements. 
There should bo work done in searching 
out thoso who should bo connected with 
this society. There should be a holdim* 
up of the light already in their hands" 
that others might see the truth. 


Then there wus courage to be had. "In 


notlrug terrified." Orthodox majorities 
shoiild not make them afraid. Tho dis- 
trusts and reproaches of others, the lack 
of support from thoso who should give it, 
none of these should cause nny lack of 
courage. Nor should they be discourag- 
ed by any inward adversaries, any dis 
trusts of themselves. 


He closed by urging the importance of 


these three elements of success. 
Tho 


sermon was one of the most earnest 
which Mr. Jones has given to his people, 
and there was running throughout it a 
touch of tenderness, which with the fact 
hat it was the farewell appeal of a pas- 
tor who had served them most zealously 
for over nine years, brought the tears to 
tho eyes of not a few. 
At the close of 


tho sermon " the family book," ns the 
record 
was touclr'-jgly termed, was 


opened, and an opportunity given to all 
who desired "to 
get good from the 


church, or to do good iu it," to become 
members by simply signing their names 
to this simple creed. A number advanced 
to the pulpit and were given the right 
hand of fellowship. 


Rev. Mr, Catlin, of Pennsylvania, is to 


occupy the pulpit of A1! Soi-ls church 
for a few Sabbaths, as a supply. He is a 
graduate from Yale college, iVom both 
classical and t'mnity courses, and is n 
young man who is spoken of very IpfVb'v 
as a pulpiteer and pastor.
